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BETTY ANN DUKE, LINDA BACKIEL and JUST SAY NO TO THE F.B.I. 


Betty Ann Duke was one of the Resistance Conspiracy 
Defendants. Her name may not be as familiar as Alan 
Berkman s, Tim Blunk s, Marilyn Buck s, Linda Evan s, 
Susan Rosenberg s or Laura Whitehorn s, as she wasn’t 
around for the Capitol Bombing Case. Why? Because 
she dissapeared upon bail release in 1985, and hasnt 
been seen to date. The F.B.I./Justice Department have 
been on a witch hunt ever since. 











So what have the ghouls been 
up to lately? For starters 
the government impanelled a 
grand jury to indict Betty 
Ann on charges of bail 
jumping. An Assistant U.S. 
Attormey saw to it that 

Linda Backiel, (Duke s one 
time lawyer), was subpoe— 
naed. The government has a copy of a state- 
ment allegedly written by Betty Ann at the 
time of her disappearance. The government 
claims Backiel has the original which they 
say is needed to achieve the indictment. 
_(Come on! If she s gone, she s gone. How 
much evidence do you need to prove bail 
jumping?) The fact of the matter is that the 
government wanted to screw Linda Backiel, 
and in that they have succeeded. 


Linda Backiel has represented many activists 
and revolutionaries charged with crimes by 
the U.S. for over 20 years. Shd has also been a 
major proponent of grand jury resisting. The 
goverment knew damn well she would not collaborate 
with a grand jury. As a result she s been sitting in 
the Bucks County Correctional Facility since Decem- 
ber, 1990, and will remain there for the iife of the 
grand jury. Backiel attempted to have ner subpoena 
withdrawn on the grounds that compliance would 
violate her cbligation of confidentiality to her client. 
With the subpoena and incarceration of Linda Backiel, 
the government and the courts are sending out a clear 
message that they don t give a shit about the sixth 
amendment right to counsel. Clients are supposed to 
be able to freely tell their attomeys everything 
without fear of betrayal. Well forget it now. 


Linda Backiel is not the only front of this witch hunt. 
Laurel Brook was lovers with Linda Evans about 20 
years ago. They were out of touch for about 11 years 


CANADIAN WOMEN PRISONERS RESIST: 


On February 12, 1991, Loma Jones, a native prisoner 
was found hanging in her call. Her’s was the fifth suicide 
by a native prisoner at the Ontario Prison for Women 
("P4W") in the last 18 months. Loma was doing a two 
year sentence and was due for parole in August. On Feb. 
13th, with arief and anger nrning high over nother 
death and horrible conditions a group of 29 women 
refused to retum to their calls. They blockaded a section 
of the prison and destroyed some furniture, windows, 
etc.. The blockade was ended by a rict squad using dogs, 
gas and physical force. The protestors were placed in 
segregation, (some kept naked), and ultimately went on a 
huger strike demanding a furlough for one of them whose 
mother was dying. They also demanded that an indepen- 
dent commission of inquiry be established to examine the 
prison conditions and the effects of the criminal justice 
system on womens, lives. The hungerstrike was called off 
after the furlough was granted. ‘The women are still 
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until Laurel saw an article about the capitol bombing 
indictment sometime in 1988 and wrote Linda at the 
D.C. Jail.. Shortly afterwards Laurel was visited by 
the F.B.I., who made inquiries about Betty Ann. 
Although Laurel is not a political activist, she knew 
better than to believe statements they were making or 
to cooperate with them. In recent years Laurel and her 
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present lover have operated an art gallery in Philadel- 
phia. Just a few weeks ago the F.B.I. visited about 19 
people connected to Laurel’s present lover. Family, 
friends and even business acquaintances, (artists who 
hung work at the gallery), were all approached about 
Betty Ann Duke. They were told by F.B.I. agents that 
Laurel was associated with the F.A.L.N., (part of the 
underground movement for Puerto Rican Indepen- 
dence), and that she liked to transport explosives. 
These lies were told to intimidate people and to get 
them to cooperate. Don’t you let the F.B.I. get to you. 
JUST SAY NO T) THE F.B.I.! In addition to Betty Ann 
Duke the F.B.I. has been conducting broad sweeps in 
Chicago searching for 3 other white people : Donna 
Borup, (involved in protest of S.African Rugby Team], 
Claude Marks and Donna Wilmatt from the Bay Area 
[supporters of Puerto Rican Independence Movement].

On tarch 20, Bay Acta activist Susan B. Rairiguez 
was sentenced to 3 years probation with one year in 
county jail suspended. She must also complete 750 
hours of comunity service. Rodriguez broke into 
Physics Intemational of San Leandro, Califomia in 
April, 1990 and destroyed 55 computers used in the 
development of first-strike capability. In her sen- 
tencing statement she said her main objective was to 
expose P.I. s activities to her commmity, and create 
a platfom for debate on nuclear issues. Just as we 
send our young people into the trenches {in the 
Gulf], she said, I go to the trenches for peace. I 
am a soldier for peace. i 
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SUPPORT LEONARD PELTIER 


leonard Peltier, an Anishinabe-Lakota indigenous man and 
a leader of the American Indian Movement (AIM) has 
spent 14 years in u.s. prisons. He has received intema- 
tional attention as a u.s. political prisoner, framed for 
murder after a 1975 shoot-out between federal agents 
and AIM activists on the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation in 
South Dakota. 


In February, 1991 Leonard was taken from 
Leavenworth prison to the Topeka Federal Courthouse 
for a hearing to determine where the merits of the 
Writ of Habeas Corpus would be heard. He and his 
lawyers presented arguments and documentation 
showing that the FBI and prosecutors had refused to 
allow any evidence of FBI misconduct against AIM. 
And that this created a climate of fear and terror that 


Despite the evidence, Judge Rogers granted the 
government s motion to transfer Leonard s writ back to 
the original judge, Judge Benson, in Fargo, North 
Dakota. Although Judge Benson has recently retired 
from the court of appeals, he reserves the option to 
choose cases he wants to hear. Leonard has requested 
that supporters please write letters to Judge Benson, 
U.S. District Court House, Fargo, North Dakota, asking 
that he remove himself from the case because of his 
personal bias toward Leonard. Contributions can be 
sent to Leonard Peltier Defense Committee, P.O. Box 
583, Lawrence, Kansas 66044. 


CROY ALMOST GETS LIFE 
FOR SMOKING A JOINT

Patrick Hooty Croy, a Shasta Karuk Indian man was sent 
to state prison for life on March 6 for failing urine 
testing for marijuana, a probation violation. 
Hooty spent 13 years in prison for the shooting of a 
Yreka policeman. In 1990 he won the right to be 
retried on many of the charges and ultimately found 
not guilty. He and his legal team presented „evidenca 
that years of hatred against Native People in Siskiyou 
County had previously prejudiced the jury, and 
evidence amitted from the original trial proved Booty 
acted in self-defense. As to the remaining charges his 
sentence was suspended and he was placed on proba- 
tion for 10 years. Hooty, his lawyer, family, and 
supporters were stunned by the harshness and racist 
implications of the life sentence for the parole 
violaiton. A motion for Reconsideration of Sentence 
was filed and during the hearing the DA said letting Hooty 


go would be like letting a dog go afer the first bite. The 
hearing was continued and on April 30, the judge reduced 
the life sentence to 6 months followed by 6 months in half 
way houses. Whew! 


C.O.s, AMERICA’S NEWEST 
POLITICAL PRISONERS 


In the last few months we have seen a new wave of 
political prisoners in the u.s. You will not find these 
courageous women and man in Marianna FCI or in Marion 
lockdown. They are about 100 reservists and active duty 
troops being held on various armed forces bases across 
the country and in Saudi Arabia for public opposition to 
the Persian Gulf war, and for refusing to follow orders 
for duty in the Gulf. They face lengthy prison terms. 


According to The Nation (April 15, 1991) some of the 
C.0.s have been offered a familiar bargain Denounce 
your antiwar supporters and counselors and inform on 
other C.O.s in retum for more lenient treatment. 

Some who spoke to the media have already received 
longer prison terms. 


On March 6, Army Captain Yolanda Huet-Vaughn a 
physician was officially charged with desertion for 
refusing to report for gulf service. In addition she 
was prohibited from working with patients and con- 
fined to base at Fort Leonard Wood, Missouri for speaking 
to the press and her antiwar movement supporters. 


Marine Sgt. James Summers was chained and put in 
solitary confinement at Camp Lejeune, North Carolina. 
when another C.O., under pressure to plea bargain, 
signed a false statemant claiming Summers planned to 
escape. 


The Pentagon is selectively punishing those who 

refuse active duty for political expression and ignor- 
ing thcusands of reservists who just failed to show up 
when called at the beginning of the year. Troops who 
went AWOL have been offered quiet discharges with- 
out penalty. Meanwhile the Pentagon is processing all 
C.O. claims at an extremely slow pace (some 2500 have 
been filed) in direct defiance to United Nations 

standards that call for prompt handling of C.O. claims. 


While many Americans blindly wave flags of alle- 
giance, and the straight media continues its barrage of 
lies and cover-up as to what really happened in the 
Persian Gulf, we lend our support to the true heroes of 
this Racist/Imperialist war those who refused to go. 
RESISTANCE IS NOT A CRIME! AMNESTY FOR ALL 
MILITARY RESISTERS!
